“FREE COOLING CYCLE” 
USED AT CHILLED WATER PLANT 


The following report has been received from 
F. Sargent, Assistant to the Director of 
Physical Plant. 


The Central Cooling Plant, located along the 
bank of the North Saskatchewan River, 
produces chilled water that is pumped to the 
University buildings to provide environmental 
control. By the nature of its design, this 
plant takes on a different operation to save 
energy during the winter months. During the 
summer months, the plant operates under 
maximum demand conditions on campus; 
however, during the winter when the cooling 
requirements of the University drop below 

a certain level, river water is used directly to 
produce the chilled water requirements of 
campus buildings. This “free cooling cycle,” 
although achieved only when the chilled water 
system demand is below 17 percent of 
capacity and the river water temperature is 
below 3°C, results in an approximate electrical 
energy saving of $17,000 over the course 

of the winter because it operates without the 
use of the compressor machines.
